WASHINGTON, May 20.—There was the 


usual throng of people about the United 
States supreme court room in anticipa- 
tion of a 6nal decision of the income 
tox casea, the chambers being crowded 
for quite a time before the court con- 
vened at noon. 


Those present included many attor- 


neys and a full representation of the 
press, as well as a lair sprinkling of 
members of congress. 
The justices 


were at the capitol early and the con- 
sultation began promptly at 10 o'clock, 
continuing until a few minutes before 
12, all the members of the court be- 
ing present, including Justice Jackson, 
who appeared at the court greatly to 
the surprise of every one save the jus 
ticca. 


While there were other cases under 


consideration in the conference, the 
income tax cases received the principal 
share of the attention of the members 
of the court. The presence of Justice 
Jackson caused a great deal of specula- 
tion and was the basis for a great deal 
of >;oBpip as to the possibility of some 
sort of a surprise for tho public. 
The 


fact that Justice Jackson v,as in the 
city and that he had participated in the 
consultation today did not become 
known until a few minutes before the 
court came in. He occupied his seat 
with_the other members of the court, 
making a full bench at the delivery of 
the opinion, as there was at the hear- 
ing 


Chief Justice Fuller 
immediately 


began the delivery of the main opinion 
in the case. 


The law was declared unconstitu- 


tional in toto and the conclusions of 
the court were as follows: 


First—We adhere to the opinion al- 


raady announced that taxes on real 
estate being indisputably direct taxes, 
taxes on the rents of income of real 
estate are usually direct taxes, 


Second—We are of the opinion that 


taxes on personal property or on the 
income of personal property are like- 
wise direct taxes. 


Third—The tai imposed by sections 


27 to 37 inclusive, of the act of 1894, BO 
far as it falls on tha income of real 
estate and on personal property, being a 
direct tax within the meaning of the 
constitution and therefore unconstitu- 
tional and void, because not apportion- 
ed according to representation, all those 
sections constituting one entire scheme 
of taxation are necessarily invalid. 


The decrees herein before entered in 


this court will be vacated, The de- 
crees below will be reversed, and the 
cases remanded with instructions to 
grant the relief prayed. 


Sections 27 to 37 of the tariff not of 


1894 referred to in the conclusions of 
the court in the opinions are all the 
sections of the act relating to the in 
come tax, so that the entire income tax 
law is declared void specifically. 


The vote on the income tax was as 


follows: 
Five against the constitu 


tiomlity of the law to four for the law. 
Those against the law were Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller and Justices Field, Grayt 
Brewer and Shir as; for the law, Jus- 
tices Harlan, White, Brown and Jack- 
son.

nor, surrounded by a border of deep 
jlack. To the right hung a portrait ol 
the martyred president, James A. Gar- 


eld, who was also a member of the 
ihristian denomination 
Tha eemce last evening was attended 


by the G A K, who marched to the 
church ID a body. After music of a 
sacred and 
national character and 


)rayer, Pastor Rice opened hie dis- 
burse by saying that he felt that he 
was standing in almost a sacred pres- 
ence in addressing the survivors of that 
;reat army which hid fought for the 
preservation of tha union. It was not 
so much to review the life of their late 
comrade, Ira J. Chase, that the speaker 
wished to call their attention, as to a 
jrief nketcb. of his character as a man— 
a Christian man. 


Pastor Rice briefly told of the last 


illness and death of Mr. Chase in 
yfame, where he had gone tc conduct 
revival services. He then entered into 
discussing some of the main chacacter- 


itics of the man. To begin with, he 


said that there were a number of points 
of similarity between Mr. Chase and 
Mr. Garfield. The former was in no 
wise the equal, mentally, of Mr. Gar- 
ield, but in his love of God and his 
:ellow man he was notably like the 
dead president. Like him, he never 
'argot an acquaintance. 
A face once 


seen did not soon pass from his mind 
and he was nearly always enabled to 
:all to mind the names of any person 
whom he had ever met. He loved his 
ellow man with all the sincerity of a 
warm and benevolent heart 
He loved 


and ti listed them—too much, som»- 
times—lor he believed all men to be 
as true and honest as himself. He was 
ambitious. Hia whob thought was to 
be called to Borne high position where 
be might serve his country. 
He did 


not enter politics until middle life and 
what he attained then waa through 
none of the ordinary channels of 
trickstering politics, but solely upon 
his merits as a man. 


Pastor Rice said that Mr Chase made 


a splendid race for the governorship. 
He did all in his power to stem the 
tide which that year swept over the 
land. If he failed he did not do so 
from any fault of his own. 


Of the financial troubles which cloud- 


ed Mr. Chase's later days Pastor Rice 
touched briefly. The dagger had been 
driven into his heart, but he lived to 
see himself fully vindicated by the 
courts and by bis fellow men. Ha was 
too trusting and honest, and hence had 
been made the tool of designing men, 
who used him shamefully. 


One of the pleasant traits of Mr. 


Chase's character was his love for chil- 
dren. Tha little ones are seldom mis- 
taken in their likes and dislikes, and 
that they all loved him was only an- 
other evidence of the deep love that 
was within his heart. 


In conclusion, the speaker said thai 


Mr. Chase had used every talent which 
was given him to the best advantage. 
Though neither great nor brilliant, he 
was a man of sterling qualities and an 
ornament to the slate which he so 
faithfully served. 


At the conclusion of the service a 


communication from the Indianapolis 
G. A. R. was read, asking that the Fori 
Wayne G. A. R. contribute towards de 
fraying the expenses of the funeral as a 
testimonial to the family of their dew 
comrade.

CHANGING SALOON FRONTS 


To Comply With mi' Keqairciuciits ol 


the Nicholson l.nw. 


The announcement that the acts o! 


the last legislature will be in force 
about June 10 has reminded many 
saloonkeepers that they must ba abou' 
making alterations in their places o! 
business. Sections No 2 and 4 describt 
the looms in which liquors may be sole 
under the law and read as follows. 


"All persons holding license issuec 


under the law of the state of Indiana

vinous, malt or other intoxicating 
liquors iu a room separate from an] 
other business of any kind and no de 
vicea for amusement or music ol any 
kind or character, or partitions of any 
kind, shall be permittt 1 in such room 
provided that nothing in the p 
ions of thia act shall be construed to 
forbid the sale ot cigara and tobacco in 
such place of business, and providec 
further, that if such applicant for li 
cense desires to carry on any other o 
different business he shall state thi 
ennui iu his application for license, am 
the same may be granted or refused b; 
the board of ounty commissioners 
hearing such application, and such per 
mission shall be stated in the license, 
granted. 


'The room shall be aituittd upo 


be ground floor or basement of the 
uilding where the same are sold and 
n a room fronting the street or high- 
ray upon which such building is situ- 
ted, and said room shall be so arranged, 
ither with window or glass door, so 
bat the whole of said room may be in 
iew of the street or highway, and no 
linds, screens or obstructions to the 
iew shall be arranged, erected or 
laced BO as to prevent the entire view 
f said room from the street or high- 
ray upon which the same is situated, 
Curing such days and hours when the 
ales of such liquors are prohibited by 
aw." 


In many cases the expenses of niak- 


ng the changes necessary under the 
aw will be heavy. At Indianapolis the 
aloonkeepers are already remodeling 
heir rooms in order to comply with 
he law when it goes into effect.
